NATIVES CONTRIBUTING FUNDS

Spirit of Co-Operation Developed In
Forelgn Fleld Among Many De-
nominations Encounraging
Feature of Work.

KANSAS CITY, May ¥ —Foreign mins-
slonary work was reported on and dis-
cussed at the general assembly of the Pres
byterian church in the United States today
(Jreat progress in the fleld of svangelism
was Indicated by the report of the foreign
misalon board. Not only has thel work
pro&persd by the great number of naw
communicants added to the rolls of the
chureh, but it was shown that the natives
in many foreign fleids wars contributing
sums of money large enough to maks many
of the misslonary stations self-supporting

The evangelistic apirit developed in the
nstive churches, the spirit of co-operation
among the many denominations in the for-
elgn field and the unitey of the differant
branches of tha Presbyterian church in
foreign misslonary work were matters upon
which the board lald special stress to show
the happy state of this fleld of efforl.

[t was shown that in epirftual results the
Inat year had been the hest In the Ristory of
the board

Record for Costribmtions.

Tha board reported that mors monsy Was
contributed this year for forelgn missionsa
through the board than during any previ-
ous year in its history. the amount, In-
cluding legacies, boing more than $1,.300,000
Of this sum churches gave 688000, an in-
crease of BLO00 over the precsading Year,
The total expenmes for the year amounted
10 SL468000. A portion of the deficit re-
ported wan due Lo the fact that less waa
recalved from the Cumberiand churches
than was appropriated for them. The maln
reason for the deficit was that while the
jegacy account fell off during the year.
approximately 3200000 was receilved which
had to be applied for special purposes in
the forelgn fleld by directing the assistance
of its donors

store or committing any other crime. The
Aldrich bill was objectionahle because
most of 1he banks of the country, espe-
clally In the west. would not have been
able to take advantage of Its provisions
becatiss they could not afford to carry
nor deal In the securities required. The
house bill Is workabla all over the coun-
try, and the bill as reported by the cone
ferees |s almost entirely the house biil
The ane provision of the Aldrich bill In-
cluded in the measure will not Interfere
in any way with the western and country
banka In making use of the law in cass
emergency requires It Another valuable
feature of the law Is that hereafter all
banks will be required to pay Interest to
the government on governmeént deposite
The rate of interest is to be fixed by the
secretary of the treasury and cannot be
leas than 1 per cent on average balances
and must be the same all over the coun-
try.®

Pollard's Views,

Congresman Follard, speaking of the bill,
said:

“1 ‘r’u unaitarably opposed to the
Aldvich’ bill for two rexsons. First, be
caume It was o drawn that the banks in
New York City or Chlcage only could
take advantage of its provisions, from the
fact that municipal, county or sats se-
curitles are held largely in these two cities,
which takes them out of the reach of the
smaller banks throughout the country,
Second, 1 was opposed to the rallroad bond
feature becauss i discrimniated (n favor
of one class of industrinl bonds. This dis-
erimination could have no other effect
than increasing the values of those bonds.
The provisions of the Vreciand bill as
finally passed by the house are so drawn
that it is@within the reach of all bunks In
every section of the country. Any groups
of ten or more banks with a combined
eapltal and unimpaired surplus can form
a currency associatien. This assoclation is
authorizged to lssue ciroulating bank notes
up o 30 per cent of the combined capital
and unimpaired surplus. based on com-
merelal paper bearing two signers and
running for a period not exceeding four
months, The bill is s0 drawn that no one
section of the country can jssue Ccurrency
properly belonging to another section un-
lees to the satisfaction of the secretary of
the treasury. This absolutely guarantees
to the west its share of the currency. In
my opinion, the fact that this bill makes
avallable in cases of emergency $560, 000,000 of
hank notes will prevent a recurrence of
such a panlc as appearsed last Ooctober. It
|w1i| serve as a safety valve In times of
Imtress and give the banks a currency re-
| serve to meet every smergency.'

Interest Feature Good.

In explanation am to the reason he sup-
| ported the bill, Judge Boyd said: "1 sup-
(ported the bill because 1 belleved we
|numlcd the relief which -t will undoubtedly
gve In timea of stress. One good feature
of the bill is that hereafter banks must
pay Interesst on government deposits, the
rale to be fixed by the secretary of the
treasury and it cannotl be less than 1 per
cont.
